At  the  occasion  of  the  discussion  concerning  Japan's  attitude 
tovrardB  Soviet  Russia,  I  «-'iah  to  rectify  below  for  your  own  orientation 
what  aATSUGKA  has  told  you  at  the  tine  concerning  my  conference,  with 
him  about  the  conclusion  of  a  Japaneoe-Susaian  Pact  of  Kon-Ag  rrecoion 
or  Neutrality. 

As  you  retorted  in  your  telegram  Ho.  6>i5  of  £  May  1341, 
MATSUGKA  told  you  at  that  time  that  outer  his  departure  from  Berlin, 
he  did  not  at  first  consider  the  oosoibility  of  concluding  a  Jooanese- 
Ruseian  Treaty  of  Neutrality.  He  said  he  had  evon  brought  this  up 
in  his  conversation  with  me  merely  3tating  his  willingness  to  accefct 
in  case  Russia  wPs  veiling  to  conclude  such  a  tact.  By  talking  to  you 
in  this  way,  MATS'JCKA  obviously  wanted  to  say  that  I  would  have  had 
to  reckon  with  tho  conclusion  of  the  Treaty  after  the  conversations  at 
.  Borlin. 


After  agreement  had  been  foeched  cn  the  conclusion  of  the 
trepty  and  immediately  before  it  wf,3  formerly  signed,  MATS’JOKA  also 
informed  Count  SCIIU1ERBUP.G  in  Moscow  in  a  similar  vein.  At  this 
occpsion  Mr.  MATS'JCKA  described  his  conversations  with  me  at  Berlin  as 
follows x  He  had  told  me  that  while  at  Moscow  he  would  orohe-bly  not  be 
able  to  avoid  touching  upon  tho  long  sending  question  of  a  Jaoanese- 
Russian  treaty  of  neutrality  or  non-aggression.  He  r^ould,  of  course, 
show  no  erroressement  whatever,  butshould  tho  Russians  comely  with  Jman's 
wishes,  he  would  be  obliged  to  do  something.  I  had  consented  to  this 
trend  cf  thought. 

Neither  the  description  made  tc  ycu  nor  that  made  to 
Count  SCHULENBHRG  corresponds  to  the  facta.  ;The  subject  of  a  Japanese- 
Soviet  Treaty  of  Non-Aggression  or  Neutrality  has  baen  touched  uoon 
by  KATS’JCKA  and  myself  in  our  conversation  of  28  March  1941,  in  the 
following  "ay,  acc  rding  to  the  memorandum  made  immediately  after  the 
conversation  by  Minister  SCHMIDT: • 
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Pol  ..ov'i nf’/rcr.ar^c  on  the  conclusion  of  a  Jao an e s o— Russian 
long- tern  trad©  agreement,  KiTSUOLA  asked  r:o  directly  Mother  during 
hie  return  trip  he  3hould  stop  over  in  Moscow  somewhat  loru-r,  in 
ordor  to  negotiate  a  Non-Aggr:aBion  or  Neutrality  Pact.  He  str^Socd 
thet  the  Japanese  pooplo  would  not  allow  a  direct  admittance  of  Russia 
3  tho  Tri-Partite  Pact,  which  would  cauec  one  cry  of  indi 'nation  all 
over  Jpoan.  I  roll'd  to  HATSJCXA  that  the  adherence  of  Russian  to  the 
Pact  wa.a  out  of  tho  question  and  rocon  ended  that  ho  not  broach  the 
previously  rentioned  qu  otion,  i.o.,  the  queetion  of  a  Non-Ag^ersicn 
or  Neutrality  Pact  w'th  the  Russia.no  in  Moscow,  since  this  v^uld  not 
fit  into  the  franc  of  the  nr.  uent  situation.  On  KAFSUCKAU  further 
renark  that  tho  conclusion  of  a  trade  and  fiohery  a.p'^ment  v»ould 
inprevo  the  a.tnoaohero  betwc -n  Russia  ar.i  «THmrn,  I  reoliod  that  there 
v,ero  no  objections  a.^ainst  the  conclusion©  of  such  ourely  commercial 
trcatico. 


Hence*  what  I  said  to  at  tho  tine  unnietakcably 

rovoaled  that  I  did  not  consider  tho  conclusion  of  a  Jmeneso-Russien 
Troaty  of  Non~A.~gre3sion  or  Neutrality  Pact  to  be  suitable.  The  nows 
of  the  conclusion  of  the  Pact  therefore  cane  as  a  sunrise  to  r.e. 

However,  I  refrained  at  the  tine  fron  making  this  known  to  MATSUCKA. 

Svon  now  there  would  be  no  s  -noo  in  -oointing  out  to  KATSUOiCA 
tho  incorrcctnesc  of  the  ota.fcercnt  which  he  mado  to  you  at  the  tirir  p.o 
well  ao  to  moinfc  to  tho  fact  that  with  the  concluding  cf  the  Pact,  he 
has  6urorised  the  Gorman  Govern. imt  *-'ith  a.  fa.it  accormli.  I  am  noverthc— 
less  informing  you  of  the  actual  course  of  events  because  during  your 
future  political  conversations ,  there  ray  prise  the  chance  to  rectify  this 
point  to  MA-SUGAA  in  a.  suitable  '.’ey,  should  it  be  droned  useful. 

In  the  3ane  way,  then  ray  be  an  occasion  in  the  further  course 
of  events  to  remind  MjuSUOKA  that  during  the  sane  conversation  in  which 
lie  discussed  the  conclusion  of  the  <.Taorn-se~T-oviot  Treaty  with  you,  he 
made  the  following  n  teworthy  3t;te.*  entJ  "Should  Germany  cone  to  blows 
with  the  Soviet  Union,  no  Ja-^n'se  Premier  or  Foreign  Minister  wijuid 
ever  be  able  to  keen  Jn p.n  neutral.  In  this  case  Japan  ’culd  be  driven 
by  tho  force  of  necessity  to  attack  Russia  at  tho  side  of  Germany.  Nc 

Neutrality  Pact  could  alter  any  of  thie."  •

to  both  of  the  points,  ploaao  do  it  in  a  very  gentle  manner  so  that 
MATSUOKA  will  not  receive  the  lnnrocsion  that  I  wish  to  take  him  to 
task  on  th.se  matters.
